The Gay Life- Shubert- 11/17. 4 pro- Times, News, 
Journal American, World Telegram & Sun- and 3 con- 
Herald Tribune, Mirror, Post- filed on new musical based 
on Schnitzler's “Anatol'' with book by Fay and Michael 
Kanin, lyrics by Howard Dietz, music by Arthur Schwartz, 
directed and choreographed by Herbert Ross, presented 
by Kermit Bloomgarden with Barbara Cook, Walter Chi- 
ari, Jules Munshin, Elizabeth Allen, Affirmative major- 
ity generally applauded all elements, with extra special 
raves for Cook's performance. Mild negative notices 
also okayed performers and most of production, but vet- 
oed uncertain mood of book and direction. Gerald Freed- 
man gets program billing as director, though choreograph- 
er Ross replaced him during out-of-town tryout, Pro voter 
Taubman, Times, recommended colorful, cheerful, leisurely 
Old World confection spiced with paprika items to please 
the eye and ear, Chapman, News, rave was for good, solid 
entertainment inside the great, big gorgeous confection . 
McClain, Journal American, enjoyed evening of graceful 
good fun, though he felt show started slowly. Nadel, WTS, 
raved over stunning musical with powerful array of thea- 
tre talent. Dissenter Kerr, Herald Tribune, approved of 
Cook, who alone intimates the glories that might have been, 
but blamed both the director and authors for a basic aim - 
less uncertainity . The cast is guided into arch, perspiring 
mechanical toyshop posturing, and the book is as continental 
as Cracker-Jack, Herald Tribune man panned. Coleman , 
Mirror, thought book lacked humor and the plot took too 
long to work up speed in a beautiful, tuneful, driving show 
whose highspots come too intermittently, Watts, Post , 
also felt show lacked lightness of touch and the blithness 
of spirit that subject demands, though he found much that 
was excellent, Post aisle-sitter was sole reviewer to find 
fault with Chiari's debut, whose performance didn't help.

5 pro- and 2 con- Herald Trib- 
une, News- filed on twin bill of Shaw comedy and Polish

Majority of pros for the program were on basis of the 
Shaw play alone, only Post and World Telegram & Sun 
recommended both halves of bill, Watts, Post, rated 
Polish satire an impertinent farce that pokes daring fun 
at the imbecilities of the contemporary totalitarian state; 
the Shaw comedy not one of his major works but filled 
with winning fun and great charm, both excellently played. 
Nadel, WTS, also okayed both, the Polish play mildly as 
a welcome, interesting introduction to European technique 
of playing satirical comedy inspite of its inconclu sive end- 
ing; the Shaw play a small, bright, winning production. 
Taubman, Times, felt Polish play was interesting, though 
author not yet trained to cut crisply and keenly in dram - 
atic terms; but he raved about Shaw play done with verve 
and gaiety. Coleman, Mirror, panned Polish play as 
hokey and amatuerish, but recommended program for 
superior, intelligent, witty Shaw production. McClain, Jour- 
nal American, also panned Polish play as confusing, but 
approved of total, unencumbered delight of Shaw play, alone 
worth the price of admission, Negative voter Kerr, Herald 
Tribune, didn't like either; the Polish play goes nowhere 
past the first speech , while Shaw production is tepid and 
generally pale version of faded Shaw work, Chapman,News 
panned Polish play as puerile, untheatrical, pointless and 
punk, He didn't remain to see the Shaw comedy, he noted,
